WALL CAINE INTERVIEWED 


Nebody in the U. S. Wants an Alli- 
ance or an Understanding 
With Great Br.tain. 

London, Dec. 22.--Mr. Hall Caine. 
the novelist and playwright, who re- 
turned from the United States by the 
White Star steamer Majestic, whicl 
reached Liverpool on Tuesday, inter- 
views himself this morning in the 
Daily Telegraph to the extent of fom 
columns, giving his ‘‘personal impre-~ 
ions.’’ Of American journalism, Mr 
Caine speaks highly, though ‘‘surprisea 
at the small and fleet:ng impression thx 
war has made on the minds and con- 
ditions of the American people.’’ He 
thinks there is ‘‘no great live contro- 
versy on the expansion question,’’ for 
he doubts ‘‘whether anybody = feels 
keenly either way.’’ Regarding the 
relations between Great Britain and 
the United States, Mr. Caine says: ‘‘l 
belie e the recling in America towards 
England is the same as it was three 
years ago. CertainJy there has been no 
such extraordivary changes as can he 
observed in England toward America. 
Nobody in the United States appears to 
want analliance or understanding. The 
good feeling for England is deep and 
widespread, but an English traveller in 
America is made to feel that we in 
England are much more desirous of a 
union of the Saxon race than our com- 
patriots in America are yet prepared 

to be.’ 

Mr. Caine discusses pleasantly and 
admiringly on most of the American 
institutions. 


THE GORDON MEMORIAL. 


Principal Grant Warmly Approves 
Lord Kitchener’s Scheme. 

Kingston, Dec. 22.—Principal Graut 
heartily endorses the Gordon memorial 
college scheme being advocated by 
General Kitchener, and to which it is 
proposed Canada shall contribute.

The cabinet cf President Aguin- 
aldo, appointed at Bacoor on July 
15, last and named in the Bacoor pro- 
clamation issued that day, has resign- 
ed. General Aguinaldo, who had been

Anna, a suburb of Manila. He then 
visite 1 Paterno, and now, it is report- 
ed, he has gone to Cavite Vieja, the 
old town of Cavite. Relinble advices 
say that while he was at Paterno hoe 
wus indefatigable in his efforts to 
overcome the policy of the militant 
factions which is hostile to the Uni- 
tei States. It is probable that his 
influence will avail to avert trouble.

‘The Philadelphia Times in explanation 
¢ one of its puzzles presents the foliowing 
drections and pictures: 

‘A little stady of the picture suggests 
tat the point at which the cutting should 


be begun is just below the hump over the | 
shoulder. The back of the upright figure | 
is evidently toy short, and tko only way | 
to fill it out is to use part of the equally | 
evident surplus of the Jower part of the 
body. But to have the severed parts fit | 
nicely, €0 os to make the reconstructed | 
bodv symmetrical, the two cuts must be | 
exxotly equal, for the part that is cut out) 
tnust bo reversed to complete the aniimal’s | 
back. } 

The right way todo that is to put one | 
leg of a pairof dividers on the point be- | 
low the shoulder and draw an arc to the | 
right. This will give you the two points | 
of the arc where the radii will be equal, | 
and it is to those points that the cuts must 
be made. 

To make this perfectly plain we repro- | 
duce the criginal picture, with the places 
for the cuts shown by white lines. 

The second figure represents the recon- 
struction, in which, you sce, the ire has 


been reversed to make the elephant’s back
